THE  PAPAL  ANNUAL  MEDALS 


For  centuries  the  Roman  Pontiffs  have  made  it  a practice  to  issue  an  Annual  Medal.  These 
Medals  generally  screed  to  commemorate  some  outstanding  event  or  Papal  activity  of  the 
preceding  year.  They  mere  used  for  presentation  to  distinguished  visitors  and  members  of 
the  Papal  Court.  The  patterns  were  fairly  standard.  The  Obverse  bore  a portrait  of  the 
reigning  Pope,  while  the  reverse  was  appropriate  in  design  to  the  event  being  celebrated. 
This  custom  is  still  carried  on  today.
